Without attempting an exact 
enumeration of the subjects of this journal, it is sufficient to men- 
tion that it will contain essays on jurisprudence, legislation, and 
collateral subjects ; opinions of eminent counsel on difficult and 
interesting questions j historical accounts of the civil institutions 
of foreign countries ; discussions of constitutional and other legal 
questions ; biographical sketches of distinguished jurists, and re- 
views of new publications.
